CITIZENS AND OFFICIALS 
PROTEST TO WASHINGTON 


Commissioner Freeman 
States That Delegation 
Representing Chamblee 
and DeKalb County Will 
Probably Ask Hearing at 
Capitol. 


Following reports from Washington 
that the enlargement program, planned 
for Camp Gordon, contemplates the 
commandeering of Chamblee, citizens 
and officials of that town and of De- 
Kalb county have organized to petition 
the war department to make a change 
in the proposed plans. 

Numerous letters and telegrams have 
been directed to Congressman Howard 
and Senator Smith during the past few 
days asking them to exert every in- 
fluence to prevent the war department 
from including Chamblee in the pro- 
gram of enlargement. 

Commissioner R. J. Freeman, of De- 
Kalb county, stated Tuesday night that 
he was in receipt of a telegram from 
Congressman Howard giving assurance 
that he would render every assistance 
possible to prevent the war depart- 
ment taking over the town. 

More Space Necessary. 

The necessity of acquiring more ter- 
ritory follows decision to make Camp 
Gordon a concentration point for troops 
preparatory to embarkation for over- 
seas. This has made a large increase 
in camp space necessary. 

In their petitions to the government 
the citizens urge that the block of ter- 
ritory on which Chamblee is situated 
be left out of the confines of the camp. 
Officials point out that they have now 
complied with every requirement im- 
| posed by the government early in the 
year when soldiers were barred from 
the town on account of alleged insani-’ 
tary conditions. 

The town has recently spent $25, 000 
in improvements,. whieh: include -elec- 
tric lights, waterworks and sewerage. 
The waterworks system is now com- 
plete, the electrie light plant has been 
installed and the sewerage system near- 
ly finished. A well 400 feet deep has 
béen bored which is furnishing an 
abundant pure water supply for the 
town. 

Land Values Increase. 

Since the establishment of Camp 
Gordon at her door extensive building 
operations have gone on in Chamblee 
which has now become a thriving lit- 
tle city with consequent increase in 
land values. The business men pro- 
test that the incorporation of the town 
into the camp would mean financial 
disaster to them, many of whom are 
said to have signed long-term leases. 

Commissioner Freeman stated that 
the citizens of the county in general 
are protesting because of the heavy 
loss in revenue which would accrue if 
the government carried ahead its con- 
templated extension. 

Commissioner Freeman said Tuesday 
night that it is probable a delega- 
tion representing Chamblee and De- 
Kalb county will be sent to Washing- 
ton to lay the matter before the war 
department.

Georgia Will Give 925 More 
Men to Government, Move- 


ment to Camp Beginning 


on March 29. 


Atlanta will send 78 additional men 
to Camp Gordon on a new call issued 
Tuesday by Provost Marshal General 


Crowder calling for 95,000 additional 
men to fill up gaps in the national 
army ranks. The state of Georgia will 
furnish 925 men of this number. All of 
these will be white men. 

The new movement of selected men 
will begin on March 29 and extend over 
five days from that date. It will draw 
men from every county in Georgia in 
numbers varying from one to 90. The 
Constitution today publishes the num- 
ber to be taken from each county as 
prepared by Major Joel B. Mallet, se- 
lective service officer fur this state 
from whose office the order for these 
men is proceeding to the local boards. 

Farmers Are Exempted. 

Farmers are not included in the new 
call. Special provision is made by 
General Crowder in the following 
statement telegraphed to Major Mallet: 

“The situation arising from the 
scarcity of farm labor demands 
that the call to the colors of men 
actively, completely and assidu- 
ously engaged in the planting or 
cultivation of a crop, but who are 
in class one and within the new 
quota, should be deferred until the 
end of the new quota.“ 

Genera] Crowder further explains 
that, in accordance with a direction 
from the president, local boards shall 
pass the order numbers of such men 
and defer their call for the present. He 
warns local boards against improper 
preferment based upon this order, but 


asks all citizens to assist in making m 


this expedient effective and in bring- 

ing to the attention of the boards cases 

meriting deferment, as well as cases 

in which deferment is being abused. 
New Movement of Negroes. 


A new movement of -negro..men_is} 


also ordered for Georgia by General 
During the same period in 
which: the white men will move under 
the new call, 4,000 negroés will move 
to Camp Gordon and 1,000 to Camp Fun- 
ston, Fort Riley, Kansas. These are 
men due for service under the first in- 
crement, but not heretofore ordered to 
the camps. 

The general staff has authorized 
General Crowder to make this further 
announcement: That all remaining ne- 
groes under the first quota will be 
called out and sent to camp within 
three weeks after the completion of 
this movement. 

The call for additional white men is 
intended to take men from the first 
quota of each board’s district. It is 
provided, however, that if this quota 
should be exceeded, then men from the 
next quota of that district shall be 


taken. 

The large cities of the state will 
send the white men in the following 
numbers Atlanta, 78; Augusta, 20; Ma- 
con, 20; Savannah, 31.

GERMANS BEAT RETREAT 
AS AMERICANS CHARGE

Barrage Laid by American 
Artillery Made It Easy for 
Raiders Bloody Repulse 
for the Germans on the 
British Front. 


New York, March 12.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.j—The American troops holding a 
portion of the line of battle northwest 
of Toul apparently are making raids 
into enemy territory a part of their 
daily routine. Following their incur- 
sion of Monday morning, when, after a 
bombardment, they raided German 
front lines for 300 yards, unaided, as 
had been customary, by the French, 
they set out aagin on Tuesday and 
ade a successful surprise attack on 
trenches south of Richecourt, which 
lies to the northeast of Xivray, where 
some of the hardest fighting in which 
they have been engaged has taken 
place. 

All along the western front inten- 
sive artillery duels and raiding” opera- 
tions are continuing on isolated sec- 
tors. The Australians again have car- 
ried out successful raids.into German 
trenches northeast of Messines, killing 
a number of Germans and making pris- 
oners of others. 

In Lorraine the French near Moncel 
put down effectively a strong German 
attempt at a foray, inflicting heavy 
losses on the enemy and also taking 
prisoners. 

In addition to a continuation of the 
artillery duels along the Italian front, 
there is considerable aerial activity 
daily. In fights in the air Monday the 
Italians brought down five hostile 
planes. 

The British troops in Palestine are 
giving the Turks no rest. Again they 
have driven forward their lines north- 
west of Jerusalem. 

Numerous casualties were inflicted 
on the Ottoman troops and several 
machine guns were captured. 


GERMANS RETIRED 
AS THE AMERICANS 
MADE THE RAID 


With the American Army in France, 
March 12.—(By the Associated Press.) 
An American raiding party entered 
into German trenches along the Toul 
sector at 6 o’clock Monday morning 
after an artillery bombardment of 
forty-five minutes and brought back 
much material and information, but 
captured no prisoners. It was the first 
raid undertaken by the Americans 


‘without the aid of the French. 


The raid was highly successful, as 
the enemy withdrew mat men from 
the front line when the bombardment 
indicated that a raid might follow. The 
raiders reported that American gun- 
fire had created destruction in the 
German positions and had torn gaps in 
the enemy barbed wire entanglements. 
The German batteries came into ac- 
tion, but accomplished nothing toward 
disturbing the progress of the raid. 

The Americans entered the enemy 
trenches behind one side of a “box” 
barrage which moved forward in front 
of them. They found numerous Ger- 
mans hiding in the dugouts. In the 
hand-to-hand fighting which followed 
a number of the enemy were killed 
and wounded and left in the trenches. 

Going far beyond their objective, 
the raiders penetrated the German line 
300 yards. A few fights developed on 
the way, but the Germans were driven 
off. The Americans failed to find 
most of the Germans, who had been 
withdrawn hurriedly from the front 
line, although they searched kor them.

have dropped a ton of bombs on the 
town of Coblens, capital of the Rhine 
province of Prussia, according to an 
official communication issued tonight. 

An officia] statement on aerial op- 
erations says: 

“There has been poor visibility, but 
over 500 bombs have been dropped on 
sidings and ammunition depots at Aul- 
noye, southeast of Maubeuge, and oth- 
er depots south of Valenciennes, south- 
east of Cambrai and south of Doual. 

“In the air fighting ten enemy ma- 
chines were brought down and ‘seven 
others were disabled; a German obser- 
vation balloon also was brought down 
in flames. Two British machines are 
missing. 

In night bombing two hundred 
bombs were dropped on sidings and a 
munitions dump northeast of St. Quen- 
tin. The enemy also dropped a few 
bombs during the night, but lost a four- 
seated machine which landed in our 
lines, the occupants being taken pris- 
oner. 

“On Monday we made the third day- 
light raid on Germany in four days. 
On this occasion factories, stations and 
i sneer ee were attdcked and 
over a ton bombs were dropped. 
Bursts were seen on all the objectives, 
causing two fires, and a hit on a ‘build- 
ing in the southwest corner of the town 
created a very large explosion. Few 
enemy machines were encountered. All 
of our machines returned safely.” 


Coblenz, which is situated on one 
of the finest sections of the Rhine, has 
a population of nearly 50,000. It is 
a strongly fortified town, and on the 
opposite bank of the Rhine, on a lofty, 
rockly eminence, is the fortress of 
Ehrenbreitstein, which has been con- 
sidered almost impregnable. The town 
does a large trade by water and rail. 
Its manufactures include pianos, paper 
goods and machinery. There also is 
some shipbuilding done there.

No Additional Divisions. 

The 800,000 men to be summoned 

this year represent the number neces- 


dsary to fill up all existing divisions, 


to create all the army corps and field 
army troops to fill out the war machine 
for which the framework already exists 
and to provide a quarter of a million 
replacement troops. When they have 
been mobilized, which will not be com- 
pleted before the first of next year, 
there will be more than forty full in- 
fantry divisions of 27,700 men each 
‘and all the additional units necessary. 
No additional divisions of the national 
army or national guard will be cre- 
ated this year, although the program 
for the regular army, now composed of 
eight infantry and one cavalry divi- 
sion,.may be enlarged. 

The first purpose of the war depart- 
ment is to complete the first field army 
in France. Probably this will be com- 
posed of five army corps of six in- 
fantry divisions each. It has been es- 
timated that with that force and its 
necessary auxiliaries at his disposal 
General Pershing would be able to 
hold a 100-mile sector of the battle 
front, relieving the strain upon French 
man-power during 1918 to that extent 
What that would mean to France may 
be judged from published statenrents 
of French officials that on January 1. 
1918, the Belgian army held about 15 
miles of the western front, the British 
forces about 105 miles and the French 
about 350 miles. 

While General Crowder sets no time 
in his statement, it has been stated pre- 
viously that supplies and equipment for 
the men of the second draft would be- 
come available in April, and as action 
on the desired legislation is expected 
before that time the first calls are ex- 
pected soon afterward. 

General*Crowder’s Statement. 


“The next national quota will be an- 
nounced and apportioned among the 
several states as soon as pending leg- 


islation euthorizing a change in the 
basis of computation is enacted by con- 
gress,” says the provost marshal gen- 
eral’s statement. “The number that 


lis shown to 


will be assumed as a basis for compu- 
tation will be 800,000, which is well 
within the authorization of clause four 
of section’ one of the selective service 
act of a second increment of 500,000 
men, increased by the recruit training 
units authorized by clause five of sec- 
tion one, and by the special technical 
troops authorized by section two of 
said act. It cannot now be announced 
what the total number to be called to 
the colors each month will be, but it 
may be stated that no more men will 
be called than can be properly accom- 
modated and promptly assimlated. 
“There are difficulties confronting 
the nation in the supply of labor ap- 
purtenant to agriculture.

Therefore, the local boards will be di- 
rected to fill their quotas in the order 
of liability of men in class one as de- 
termined by the national drawing, ex- 


‘cept that where it is shown that a reg- 


istrant is completely and assiduously 
engaged in the planting, cultivation 
and reaping of crop, his call to the col- 
ors shall be deferred to the foot of the 
quota of his board as long as he con- 
tinues to be so engaged. 
Furloughs'‘ for Farmérs. 
“Whenever any registrant, whose call 


to the colors has been deferred by rea- 
son of his engagement in agriculture, 
ve been idle on the 
farm on which he is engaged or to 
have trifled with the deferment that 
has been accorded him, the boards will 
forthwith induct him into military 
service if his order number has been 
reached in the meantime. The effect 
of this expedient is to grant furloughs 
from service prior to actual call to 
the colors to e men so greatly need- 
ed in the production of this year’s crop. 

“This is not, however, the only ex- 
pedient that is to be adopted to con- 
serve the supply of labor appurtenant 
to agriculture and to mobilize all 
means for increasoing the harvest for 
the agricultural season of 1918. 

“There is now pending before con- 
gress a bill authorizing the secretary 
of war to grant furloughs, with or 
without pay, to men in the army to 
enable them to engage in industrial and 
agricultural pursuits. These furloughs 
will be granted after consideration of 
the circumstances of the individual 
ease in which they arise and when 
the military situation is such that they 
can be granted without too great dis- 
ruption and disorganization of the

War of Mechanics, 


“It must be emphasized that this is 
a war of mechanics. The need of the 
several armed forces for men highly 
Akilled in technical and mechanical 
pursuits is greater than in any for- 
mer war. Yet this need for specially 
Skilled men finds the nation under a 
necessity for increasing its production 
in almost every line of industry. With- 
drawals of men from industry must be 
made and these withdrawals must take 
men who might otherwise be deferred 
on account of their special qualiflea- 
tions and skill. The necessary number 
of such skilled men will be obtained in 
one of three ways: . 

“First, men already in the military 
service who have such special skill will 
be taken from the line regiments and 
assigned to the staff organizations and 
departments where their skill is need- 
ed. Second, men classifed by the selec- 
tion boards, even though they may heve 
deen placed in a deferred classifcation, 
will be withdrawn with great care and 
particularly from the inudustries of 
the nation for special service of staff 
corps and departments. Third, young 
men of draft age with certain educa- 
tional qualifications will be inducted 
into the service and sent to universi- 
ties, colleges and technical secondary 
schools to be instructed in technical 
arts until they have acquired such pro- 
ficiency as will justify their 282 
ment to the special units that are be- 
ing organized in considerable numbers. 


Call for Skilled Artisans. 


“In accordance with this plan, the 
provost marshal general has already 
called upon the states for some 10,000 
Skilled artisans, and will shortly call 
upon the states for 10,000 young men, 
graduates of grammar schools, who 
will be sent before the first of ‘April 
to various technical and other schools 
throughout the United States for a two 
months’ course of training. Regularly 
thereafter, an increasing stream of se- 
lected men will be sent through educa- 
tional and other training institutions 
for this purpose. 

“To sum up, it may be said that there 
will be no sudden withdrawal of great 
numbers of men from the ranks of in- 
dustry and agriculture during the com- 
ing summer, but that men will be 
drawn in relatively small groups 
throughout the year in such a way as 
to create the least possible interference 
with industry and agriculture. Men in 
deferred classes, as well as men in 
class one, will be selected in smal] 
numbers, either on account of their 
special technical qualifications or for 
the purpose of sending them to schools 
where they will be ven an oppor- 
tunity to acquire su qualifications.” 


BRUNSWICK SUBSCRIBED 
$130,000 FOR HOUSES 


No Question of Losing Plant, 
But Strong Pull for 
New One. / 


Brunswick, Ga., March 12.—(Special.) 
An injustice was done Brunswick to- 
day by Atlanta and Savannah news- 
papers which published, under large 
headlines, that Brunswick was about to 
lose one of her shipbuilding plants, and 
that Governor Dorsey and other promi- 
nent Georgians have been induced to 
go to Washington to assist in saving it, 


The Atlanta reporters and correspona- |’ 


ents, unable to get to the bottom of the 
story, sent out what is considered here 
to be a guess account, and in so doing 
justly offended the business people of 
this city, 

The fact is that the meeting in 
Washington today, at which repre- 
sentative Georgians were present, was 
for the purpose of hearing Brunswick’s 
claim for a mammoth shipbuilding 
plant, the fight for the plant being be- 
tween Brunswick, Charleston and Wil- 
mington. One of the city’s best claims 
for the new plant is the great headway 
made here on government contracts 
already placed with local concerns, 
There has never been the least intima- 
tion of Brunswick losing any of her big 
Planta, all of which are now working 


on full time, daily and Sunday, and one 
or two of which will, within a short 
time, inaugurate three eight-hour 
shifts per day. 

In this connection it may be stated 
that while no publicity was given the 
matter at the time, in one single 
Brunswick busines men subscribe 
$130,000 for building houses to accom- 
steel plant 
in the event it was decided to locate it 
here, this being one of the require- 
ments of the shipping board. It is be- 
lieved that this port’s great advantages 
will win the new plant.

Georgia Railway and Power 

Company Says That Line 
Will Now Accommodate 
All Transportation.

The Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany has just completed and put in 
service the new Camp Gordon railway 
substation, and the voltage along the 
entire Camp Gordon line, officials 
state, and especially on the loop at 
the far end of the line, should be suf- 
ficient for all transportation require- 
ments on this line in the future. 

In the early part of last summer, 
and before it was definitely decided 
that Camp Gordon would be located. 
near Chamblee, the Georgia Railway 
and Power company secured an option 
on two 600-killowat railway rotaries 
and other necessary equipment, which 
happened to be in stock at one of the 
large electrical manufacturing con- 
cerns. It was figured that inasmuch 
as about sixteen similar camps were 
to be constructed in various paezts of 
the country at the same timé, there 
would be a very considerable demand 
for this type of railway apparatus, and 
it would be wise to secure this option. 
This was one of the reasons why it 
was possible for the company to begin 
furnishing permanent service on the 
Camp Gordon line so soon after the 
cantonment site was finally decided on. 

The Piedmont avenue substation, 
which was recently completed, con- 
tains the electrical equipment which 
has supplied the Camp Gordon lines 
with energy since the line was opened 
up, and at first it was thought that 
the two 500-killowat rotaries would 
be ample to supply all current de- 
mands, but,the traffic on this line has 
been gradually increasing until the 
point was reached about a month ago, 
which made it necessary to figure on 
additional rotary converter capacity at 
the end of the line. '

jred with her tears and taken up with her 


own sorrow in having her soldier so far from 
home, and her plea to him to come backiat 
once, since everything is going wrong with- 
out him. 

Harold R. Peat, Private Peat,’’ writes in 
the current issue of The American Magazine 
to the mothers in America: “Send your boy 
off with a smile. It will make you a com- 
rade to him and an example as well. He 
will say to himself: 

Well, if mother could buck up and meet 
her trouble with a smile, I guess I can, 
too.’ 

“And when you write to him—and write 
often—don’t send him ‘sorry’ letters. Don't 
moan and tell all the black things you think 
about. Make him feel that you are in the 
fight with him; that you are proud and 
happy about him. If he thinks you under- 
stand, he will be proud and happy himself. 

“Oh, those letters that come to the trench- 
es You don’t know, you can’t know what 
they mean to us. No matter what you are 
doing, everything stops when the sergeant 
comes around with the mail. Maybe he 
hands you a parcel. That's fine—but it can 
wait. It's the letter you want. Words that 
you can imagine you hear your mother say- 
ing. For it’s mother that counts first with 
the boys in the trenches.’ 

When you receive this, won't you write 
your loved ones here an encouraging, happy 
letter? It will mean a great deal to him as 
a soldier and more as a manly man. Don't 
tell him blue things. Tell him happy things. 
Say to him, “Be a man and do your dest.“ 
The commanding officer, as well as every 
ether officer in the regiment shows interest 
daily in the welfare of the men. as- 
sured we are taking care of them the best 
we know how. This is a great country of 
ours, and we should feel proud to contribute 
in this hour of her need.

Columbia, S. C., March 12.— (Special.) 
General Bailey has returned from 
France and is again in charge at Camp 
Jackson. The customary reserve of 
high army officers characterizes all 
General Bailey has said of his visit to 
France, but he is wholly optimistic and 
enthusiastic over the general situation 
abroad. Colonel C. S. Roberts, chief 
of staff, and Captain Allen Kimberly, 
aide to General Bailey, also made the

New York, March 12.—(By Associated 

Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The situation in Siberia appar- 
ently is daily growing more serious. 
As yet the Japanese government has 
reached no decision concerning wheth- 
er Japanese troops are to be sent to 
Siberia, according to an announcement 
made by Premier Terauchi. 
In the meantime the Bolshevik forces 
have defeated General Semenoff, the 
anti-Bolshevik leader, and compelled 
him to retreat into Manchuria. For- 
mer German prisoners are believed to 
be aiding the Bolshevik troops. 5 
Whether or not the revolutionists 
will follow Semenoff into Chinese ter- 
ritory is not known at present, but a 
warning has been issued to them by 
the Chinese commander at Harbin that 
any invasion of Chinese territory will 
be regarded as an act of war. 


BOLSHEVIK FORCES 
WARNED BY CHINA 
AGAINST INVASION 


London, March 12.—The Chinese com- 
mander at Harbin, Manchuria, has 
warned the leader of the Bolshevik 
forced in Siberia that the invasion of 
Chinese territory will be considered an 
act of war, according to Harbin advices 
under Saturday’s date forwarded by 
Reuter’s Pekin correspondent. 

The forces of General Semenoff, Mie 
anti-Bolshevik leader in Siberia, are re- 
garded as representing the army of the 
Russian provisional government rec- 
ognized by China, the dispatch ex- 
plains. : 

Cosssacks have arrested the Bolshe- 
vik leaders at Blagovieabtchensk, cap- 
ital of Amur province, and have dis- 
armed the Bolshevik forces there. 
Reuter’s, Limited, Shanghai corre- 
spondent, in a dispatch dated last Sat- 
urday, says the Irkutsk, Bolsheviki tel- 
egraphed the Chinese authorities at 
a Manchuria border station that there 
was no intenton to show unfriendli- 


ness toward China and that the Bol- 
shevik forces were only attacking the 
rebel general, Semenoff. The dispatch 


China's relations with Russia not hav- 
ing been impaired, the Chinese were 
unable to consider General Semenoff a 
rebel. 


GERMANS AIDING | 


BOLSHEVIK FORCES. - 
Harbin, Manchuria, March 12.—Gen- 
eral Semenoff, the anti-Bolshevik lead- 
er in Siberia, has retreated into Man- 
churia before the advance of a superior 
Bolshevik force, according to advices| 
from the border. The accuracy of the 
Bolshevik fire during the fighting is 
taken to indicate the co-operation of. 
former German prisoners, | 
General Semenoff brought his dead 
and wounded with him in his retire- 
ment. Nurses and a supporting detach- 
ment are to leave Harbin tonight. 7 
General Semenoff’s munitions are re- 
ported exhausted, as well as the funds 
at his disposal. 
Officials of the allies at Harbin agree 
that the situation in Siberia is grow- 
ing worse. Every Man proposed for 
the amelioration of conditions meets 
with opposition or apathy, they say, 
while 50 per cent of the railway work- 
men in Manchuria are now Bolshevik 
in affiliation, whereas a month ago the 
percentage was insignificant. Yester- 
day the workmen refused to move guns 
and trains to the aid of General Seme- 
noff and were planning the destruc- 
tion of the supply outfit. Loyal Cos- 
sacks, however, forced the movement 
of the relief trains. 
Reliable observers, according to re- 
ports received by the Associated Press 
correspondent, have found that there is 
a widespread pro-German propaganda, | 
with speech- making by Bolshevik ora- 
tors, among the workmen, with never a | 
word of a pro-ally nature. 
The American consul at Harbin has 
distributed 15,000 copies of President 
Wilson’s speeches and a similar num 
ber have been scattered by the consul | 
at Vladivostok. All concerned agree 
that a more effective allied propasan- 
da is essential. 
The growth of Bolshevikism is said | 
by some of the investigators to be due | 
in a measure to fear of the Japanese, 
with disbelief in the sincerity o 
American friendship as another factor. 
They report that statements have been. 
heard among the propagandists that. 
any class of Germans was preferable to 


the Japanese, and the idea appears illu- 
sory to many that the Bolsheviki wil 


oppose German influences. 


NO DECISION 


BY JAPAN. 

London, March 12.—Japan has not 
vet come to a decision regarding the 
dispatch of troops to Siberia, Premier 
Terauchi declared in replying to a 
question: in the house of representa- 
tives, according to a Reuter dispatch 
from Shanghai carrying Tokio advices 
under date of March 9.

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RUSSIA'S LAST CHANCE. 
President Wilson’s sympathetic message 
to the Russian congress of the soviets, at 


Moscow, indicates that the president has 
knowledge of conditions in the east upon 
which to base at least the hope that Russia 
may still wrest itself from Prussian domi- 
nance and renew its faith with its former 
allies. 

Without some such ground he would not 
have written such a message, therefore the 
communication justifies the popular hope 
that it is still possible that order may be 
brought out of chaos in Russia and that 
Russia may still be reconstructed into a 
unit of strength against the common enemy 
of all liberty-loving peoples. 

It is, however, the last hope for Russia 
that is left us; a hope that is encouraged by 
the effacement of Trotzky and that would be 
heightened still further by the removal of 
Trotzky’s co-conspirator, Lenine. 

With those two anarchistic, muddle-head- 
ed, designing traitors in control of Russia’s 
affairs there was no room for even a ray of 
hope in Russia’s future—at least in so far 
as its attitude toward the allies may figure 
in the situation. 

Aside from the president's message there 
is little or nothing else to justify any other 
conclusion than that Trotzky and Lenine 

and the half-baked, craven, traitorous Bol- 
sheviki leaders have just about made a com- 
plete job of the wrecking of Russia—turn- 
ing it, lock, stock and barrel, to Prussian 
account. As matters stand, so far as recent 
events lead the public to judge, Russia is 
abjectly at the mercy of Germany. 

Wilson’s message alone gives rise to a 
gratifying hope that this is not so. 

If, however, this last effort on the part 
of the United States fails to meet at least 
reasonable response, Russia cuts itself from 
further consideration by this or any other 
country with which it was once aligned in 
the battle for democracy and world freedom, 
and to all of which it has proven traitor. 

Russia has received from the United 
States alone moral, diplomatic, commercial 
and financial support to almost a boundless 
degree. Even in its darkest hours, while its 
whole attention and its entire strength was 
being commanded by its own internal dis- 


orders, rendering it practically worse than

useless as an ally against the common en- 
emy, the United States never faltered in 


its support. 


Toward Russia this country has within 


the last year exercised superlative forbear- 


ance. And now, in consideration of Russia's 
conduct in the recent past—its ingratitude 
toward, and its desertion of, its friends; its

all, its throwing of enfeebled, suffering, self-

A WOMAN FOR THE SENATE. 

With all the sangfroid and outwardly- 
expressed assurance of a seasoned cam- 
paigner, Miss Anne Martin has shied her 
hat into the political arena in Nevada, her 
desire being to become the next United 
States senator from her state and the first 
woman to wear the toga in the senior house 
of the American congress. 

If we are to judge the character, caliber 
and intellectual fitness of the woman by 
her “declaration of principles” as is set 
forth in her announcement of candidacy, we 
must conclude that Nevada could look fur- 
ther and fare much worse; in fact, that it 
would be making no mistake in recognizing 
Miss Martin in the manner in which she 
aspires to be recognized. Her announce- 
ment and the bases upon which she founds 
the fight she expects to make indicate, 
furthermore, that she will prove an antago- 
nist worthy any man’s steel, and that the 
man who beats her at the polls, if, indeed, 
She is beaten .at all, will know afterward 
that, as the boxers say, he “has been in a 
fight!” 

Arguing with rare point and sagacity 
that the world has reached a point in its 
development whereby admittance of woman 
into the councils of government is not only 
just and democratic, but necessary to de- 
mocracy, Miss Martin says in her announce- 
ment: 

“I believe that the crucial problems 
which this nation now faces are prob- 
lems which women can help solve and 
which justice demands they should 
have a voice in solving. 

“The war we are waging is one in 
which social and industrial readjust- 
ment is the first essential to success. 
The peace which will follow this war 
will bring with it the social and indus- 
trial reorganization. This readjust- 
ment for war, this reorganization for 
peace, cannot be made successfully 
without the constructive co-operation 
of women. The welfare of women de- 
mands their presence in both houses 
of congress, and the welfare of the na- 
tion demands it. 

“It is not an accident that women 
are coming into freedom and power at 
this moment of world reorganization. 
The coming of women into politics 
means a liberal political force unham- 
pered by tradition. We must accept 
our responsibility. Women must util- 
ize their power to the utmost. To 
maintain the new civilization which 
approaches will require the united and 
unrestrained powers of men and woman 
both.” 

Miss Martin, however, does not rest her 
case solely upon the contention that she 
should be elected because she is a woman; 
she goes farther—much farther. She sets 
forth four governmental problems of which 
she has made a special and specific study, 
and in the solution of which she says she 
believes she can be of distinct service to 
the country and mankind in general. One 
of these is the conservation of water and 
the development of water power; another, 
the development of the land “in the inter- 
ests of the people;” the third is the elimina- 
tion of railroad freight rates discrimination 
against Nevada, and the fourth is the mar- 
shaling of federal agencies for the protec- 
tion of seasonal farm labor and its transfer 
“from region to region in the interest both 
of the farmer and of the laborer.“ 

Upon those and similar principles Miss 
Martin says she intends making “a spirited

It is a rare 
case in which the family history, if an ac- 
curate history is obtainable, does not show 
various defects, not necessarily insenity. but 
the taint of syphilis, alcoholism, and the 
so-called neurotic weaknesses. A neurotic 
is an individual who sways under every emo- 
tional strain, who lacks stability. Neurotics 
are given to excesses, self-indulgence, un- 
reasonable and unconventional behavior un- 
der all circumstances. ade make up 
the antis.“ They oppose whatever the 
workaday world believes is right.

Sold Sugar at a Loss 

To Bait Customers. 

The complaint alleges that for more than 
two years past this Chicago concern has ad- 
vertised sugar for sale at three to four 
cents a pound, and that these advertisements 
are false and misleading, causing customers 
to believe that the concern, because of large 
purchases of sugar and quick movement of 
its stock, is able to sell sugar at a lower 
price than others, whereas, in fact, the con- 
cern has been selling sugar at a loss, and its 
offer to sell is only of a limited amount of 
sugar, and “is made only upon the express 
condition that certain specific amounts of 
other groceries be purchased therewith,” for 
which a sufficient price is received to make 
a profit on the combined sale of sugar and 
other merchandise. 

The complaint charges also that the ad- 
vertisements are calculated to lead the trade 
and the public to believe that this concern 
is selling sugar at a lower price than its 
competitors, thereby imputing these com- 
petitors with the purpose of charging more 
than a fair price. 

Itischargedalso that the concern com- 
plained of, in order to harass and embarrass 
its competitors, to destroy their trade and 
to stifle competition, has for more than two 
years past sold some merchandise at less 
than cost, on condition that other purchases 
De made at the same time. 

It is also complained that the same con- 
cern, with the purpose of injuring and em- 
barrassing its competitors, hag circulated 
catalogs containing advertisements repre- 
senting that the quality of merchandise sold 
by its competitors is inferior to the same 
article sold by itself; that certain of its com- 
petitors do not deal honestly with their cus- 
tomers; and that it buys in markets in- 
accessible to its competitors, thereby being 
able to give customers better advantages in 
price and quality. It is charged that these 
advertisements are false and misleading. 

The complaint alleges that this Chicago 
concern has discriminated in price between 
purchasers of sugar, selling it at a lower 
price when a combined purchase is made. 
This, it is claimed, may tend to substantially 
lessen competition and to create a monopoly. 

Hearings before the federal trade com- 
mission have been set för April 11, when the 
respondent is required to show cause why 
an order to cease the violations of law com- 
Plained of should not be issued.

During his long years of service for 
Uncle Sam, Mr. King has had a num- 
ber of opportunities to be promoted 
and transferred, but loved Atlanta too 
well to think of leaving it no mat- 
ter what the inducement.
